By letter, filed on May 22, 2003, the Consumer Advocate

advises that it is working on the stipulation setting forth the

terms of the settlement reached in another rate proceeding before

the commission, Docket No. 02-0371. Accordingly, the

Consumer Advocate requests an amendment to the procedural schedule



to allow it to file its direct testimony no later than Monday,
